of a negro. 
And last evening the sheriff’s dep­ 
uties w*ere on the lookout, but no ar­ 
rests w ere made, which makes it 
appear that the people, young and 
old have laid aside their rifles and 
six shooters till they are needed 
again. 
Saturday will be the 19th of Aug­ 
ust, the last day, according to a hand 
bill recently distributed, for the ne­ 
groes to remain at Caddo. They have 
been warned not to be there after 
sun down on that date, and there is 
some speculation as to what will be 
done there Saturday. 
Some are of 
the opinion that no demonstration 
against the blacks will he made at 
all, and if there is the latter will 
leave without resisting. Others think, 
inasmuch as the negroes own homes 
and have lived there for a long time,

UM catalog of an incubator ' com­ 
pany, says the '.New York Sun. 
The I nited States census of 1900 
gave the value of poultry and eggs 
at .$280,086,429, ,In 1905, according to 
the ninth annual report of Secretary 
ilson of the department of agri­ 
culture, poultry products had “climb­ 
ed to a place of more than half a 
billion dollars in value,” so that the 
farmer’s hen now 
competed 
with 
wheat for precedence; 
while at a 
banquet given by 
the 
Washington 
Poultry 
association 
in 
December, 
1909 Secretary Wilson said that the 
poultry and egg 
products 
of 
the 
F “ ‘tod S,ates 'n IWS amounted to 
t ' OO,900,OOO and Iwere second only to 
the coni crop in value.” 
The catalog goes on to sav that 
totals supplied by 
the 
government 
show that in 1905, 1906 and 1907 the

I told recently of a chat which the 
late Col. George Bliss, Who was on 
'be military staff of New York’s great 
war governor. E. O. Morgan, had with 
Don. Joseph R. Hawley some 16 years 
after the close of the Civil war, a chat 
in which General Hawley told Colonel 
Bliss that after long investigation he 
had discovered to his own satisfaction 
there was no one man entitled to the 
honor of having been the first to en 
list In response to Lincoln’s call for 
volunteers on April 16. 1861. 
There 
was no 
one 
man. General Hawley 
said, because there were hundreds all 
over the north who were enlisting 
simultaneously within three or four 
hours 
after 
Lincoln’s 
proclamation 
was published. 
Colonel Bliss, however, was aw ays 
of the opinion that he could Identify 
the first man in New York city, and 
probably In the state, tft offer himself 
for enlistment; and he told me the 
story of this first enlistment as fol­ 
lows: 
“In 1860 I became acquainted with a 
Brooklyn boy who had been educated 
at Harvard college. 
He came to see 
me a short time after his graduation 
'o get advice respecting a good office 
to study law in. 
He was a young

Lawton, Okla.—(Medicine bluffs 
is 
north of Lawton, in (Medicine park. It 
rises to a height of 
375 
feet. 
One 
side is rugged and affords a path for 
climbers, afoot, on horseback or in a 
vehicle. The other side is perpendic­ 
ular, and at the foot of this precipice 
is Medicine creek. There are many 
interesting stories 
connected 
with 
this small mountain, one of the most 
interesting being a love affair be­ 
tween a Comanche and Kiowa buck 
and a Comanche maiden. 
Both men were in love with the 
fcirl, ana as neither seemed to be giv­ 
en much preference, the Kiowa pro­ 
posed a test that would clear the 
field of one suitor, if not both. He 
suggested that both men ride up the 
mountain and drive their horses over 
the bluff. The one that survived was 
to get the girl. The Comanche agreed 
and the girl was informed of the 
plan. 


(At the appointed time both Indians 
sarted their horses up the incline, the 
top was reached and the Comanche 
went over with his horse, to death. 
The Kiowa pulled in his horse and 
when satisfied that his rival was kill­ 
e d went to the maiden and offered 
his hand. 


told the story and ordered that the 
Kiowa be driven from the camp. This 
was done and, crestfallen, he return­ 
ed to his own people, but the story of 
his action had preceded him and they 
too, drove him out. Wherever he went 
the story of his plot preceded him, 
and he died an outcast. His body was 
later found partly devoured by ani 
mala. This is one of the greatest le­ 
gends of the Comanche-Kiowas, and 
is told to excite a feeling of respect 
for bravery. Many of the older In­ 
dians still living near Lawton, recall 
the incident vividly.

•About 2 o’clock this morning an at­ 
tempt was made to blow up the court 
house at Sulphur with dynamite, but 
owing probably to the 
unfamiliarity 
of the ones making the attempt with 
the use of explosives, no serious dam­ 
age was done. 
The explosion was heard for miles 
and the town was considerably shak­ 
en up, but when the panic had sub­ 
sided, an investigation showed that 
not being confined, the large quantity 
of dynamite used, had spent its force 
'with little effect. The floor was some­ 
what torn up, and the judge’s room 
somewhat wrecked and a consider­ 
able amount of glass broken from 
the windows, but the damage was re­ 
paired this morning and court, pro­ 
ceeded as usual. 
By good fortune no lives were lost 
in the explosion. However, the sher­ 
iff, M. S. Rollins, who was

adjoining 
building 
was 
injured, 
though not seriously. 
Considerable excitement has exist­ 
ed in Sulphur today, but no furth­ 
er trouble is expected to grow out of 
the episode, law abiding citizens of 
both sections of town condemning this 
resort to 
lawlessness. 
So’ far 
as 
known there is no clue to the perpe­ 
trators of the outrage. 
I resumably the attempt to wreck 
the court house is the culmination 
of the long and bitter struggle that 
has gone on for several years be­ 
tween the east and west sides of the 
town. Every public 
building 
has 
meant a long string of lawsuits, and 
after Sulphur 
.was 
named 
as 
the 
county seat, trouble began in earn­ 
est, both sides seeking the location 
of the court house. A house was pre­ 
sented by the residents of the west 
side some months ago, but that only 
made matters worse. The east side 
managed to get an opera house in 
that section of town accepted and the 
west side court house 
was 
deeded 
back to the donors. 
Judge 
Russell 
convened court in the new quarters 
a week or two ago, and although trou 
hie was looked for at that time, noth­ 
ing developed.

Spokane, Wash., (Aug. 18.-Jurors 
rn the Spokane county superior court 
to be convened the 
first 
week 
in 
September, will be called 
upon 
to 
decide what is a ’ reasonable 
balm 
when a passenger, 
suffering 
from 
toothache, is ejected from 
a 
train 
and forced to walk 24 miles to enlist 
the services of a dentist-surgeon. 
John H. Larson, who is the cen­ 
tral figure in this hard luck story, 
wants $20,000 from the Great North­ 
ern Railway company for 
what 
is 
described in his complaint as “hu­ 
miliation, shame, disgrace and phy­ 
sical pain.” Counsel for 
the 
com­ 
pany has asked for details. 
Stripped of its legal verbiage, the 
complaint sets forth 
that 
Larson 
boarded a Spokane-bound 
train 
in 
Lincoln county on June 29, 1911, (He 
was told by the ticket agent to pay 
the conductor, as there was not suf­ 
ficient time to sell a Ucket. On the 
train Larson tendered a $20 gold coin 
but Conductor Stedman 
refused 
to 
accept it in payment of fare, saying 
the coin was spurious. 
Larson had $3.15 in silver, but that 
amount was not sufficient to pay his 
fare to Spokane, so the train was 
stopped and the passenger ejected. 
He sought the agent in the station 
at Waukon, pronounced “walk on” 
and was told the next train would 
be along in 14 hours, so he decided 
to follow the “tip” on the sign. 
Meanwhile, the pain of the aching 
tooth became more aggravated and 
when Larson reached Spokane, fol­ 
lowing the long hike on the grade, 
his jasw was swollen so his friends 
failed to recognize him, and this con­ 
tinued until the offending molar was 
extracted. 
Moreover, Larson found the gold 
coin was one of Uncle Sam’s own 
make and he readily obtained $20 
''lien he tendered it at a local bank. 
This and a few other things prompt­ 
ed him to enter the action against 
the corporation, which will contest 
the suit.

Either by the aid of congress, or 
through private subscriptions, the es­ 
tate of Mount Vernon upon the Po­ 
tomac. upon which stand the home 
and tomb of Washington and his wife, 
will soon be improved and the whole 
estate redeemed from the evidences 
of demoralization which of late years 
have characterized it. 
The attempt to restore Mount Ver­ 
non and to perfect it, according to 
the plans of the Mount Vernon asso­ 
ciation. will bring to the minds of 
many persons now well along In years 
the manner in which Mount Vernon, 
63 years ago, was secured In perpe­ 
tuity by the Ladies’ Mount Vernon 
association, organized in the midflf- 
tles with intent to secure, preserve 
and hold In trust, as a place of na­ 
tional interest, the home and tomb of 
Washington. 
The late Robert Bonner, at one time 
the proprietor of what was the most 
successful periodical published in the 
I Bited States, was once asked lf it 
were true that the largest amount he 
ever paid for a single contribution 
was the 9&.000 which he gave Charles 
Dickens for a short story. 
"I paid Edward Everett $10,000 for 
a weekly article which was to run 
one year; that was at the rate of a 
little under $200 an article,” said Mr. 
tonner. 
‘Mr. Everett was to write 
upon whatever topic he chose, and i 
didn t limit him as to the number of 
words. 
The articles averaged a little 
under a column. 
Vi hen it was announced that Ed 
ward Everett, one of the most bril­ 
liant orators of his time, who had 
been governor of Massachusetts, min­ 
ister to England, secretary of state 
for Fillmore. United States senator 
and president of Harvard, was to 
write a series of article for the Led 
ger, a good deal of surprise was ex­ 
pressed, 
but 
it 
speedily 
became 
known that Mr. Everett had prom­ 
ised to turn over the entire $10,000 
to the association which had been or­ 
ganized to preserve 
the 
estate of 
Mount Vernon for the American peo­ 
ple. 
Then the interest in his literary 
work was greatly Increased, and this 
announcement did as much as any one 
thing to secure for the Mount Vernon 
association the money needed to buy 
that estate. 
It should be a source of some grati­ 
fication to American 
writers,” 
Mr. 
Bonner continued, “that Washington’s 
home and tomb have been preserved 
chief!} 
through 
the 
contributions 
made by literary men and women be­ 
tween 1855 and 1860. 
Almost every 
author of note contributed something. 
Mr. Everett himself delivered a lec­ 
ture on Washington at least IOO times 
and turned the entire receipts over to 
the Mount Vernon association. 
My 
recollection 
Is 
that 
the 
receipts 
amounted to about $50,000. If they did 
then he contributed, by his pen and 
his lecture. $60,000 to the Mount Ver­ 
non fund. 
Mr. Everett, 
I know, 
was very 
proud of his success as an orator 
and writer In ald of the Mount Ver­ 
non fund. 
I do not know whether 
there is any visible memorial to Mr. 
Everett, and to the others who assist­ 
ed in raising the needed money, but 
it has always seemed to me that it 
would be appropriate In some visible 
way to make acknowledgment of this 
service.”
